This repulation ib 
particularly recommiended as applicable tothe lands of non-residents, 
The revenue system is deemed to be essentially defective in any

corsiderationjand wisdom of the Legislature. 
- A deticigndy of the revenue of the years 1824—25 is in some meas- 
lire the E growing out of the defective system under which 
we have laboured. The receipts for those two years, as appears from 
the Auditor's statement marked No 3, amounted to but $71,989,93 cts. 
while the -xpetces of the government for the same period, were no less 
than $106,784. Iam gratified, however, to say, that several consid- 
erable items of expenditare—the building of the State Honse, in part 
—the revislon of the laws—the printing ofthe revised code, &c. charge- 
able upon thej years 1824—25, were temporary in their nature, and 
not ag uin tp be provided for in many years, which will leave the in- 
come of thé stare more than equal toits expenditures. From the re- 
jection uf @xpences in the government, which will therefore necessa- 
rily take plack, together with the improvement, that is anticipated in 
the reve wp, d coysiderable surplus fund must accrue, and put it in the 
power of the Lesislature to take effectual steps for the reduction and 
extinguishsnet (ofthe state debt. This debt, as will be seen by are- 
ference to gt:tement No. 3, on the 80th of June last, amounted to the 
sum of 3340.%51,.3 cents; and consisted of outstanding unredeemed 
Ló wi-Ouic® Certificates and Auditor’s Warrants. This cum, tho’ large 
for an infagt state, is completely within our means of payment; and 
without any increase of taxes, may be discharged, it is believed, by the 
year 1832,by such an improvement in our revenue system as will 
subject to tle, payment of taxes the property which has heretofore cs 
caped taxdtian.

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act, is required by its value and peculiar nature. A military post At 
the crossing of the Arkansas with a company of mounted imen to act ds 
an escort to our trading companies, would have ti e elf cturkeepinug in 
check the lawless savages who infest that road; and would render our 
citizens engaged in that trade, with their property, eritirely secute 
witnin our limits. A corresponding arrangement on the partof the 
Mexican government would complete and perfect an efficient deferde 
to the whole road from our frontier to Santa Fe; and would gfe mile 
tua] protection and afford equal advantages to the citizens of tije na 
republics. Of the friendly disposition onthe part of the Mexican gop- 
ernment in relation to this subject there can be but little doubt.) T He 
interest of several of her provinces is deeply ii volved in its succes; 
and I have reason to believe that our Ministerin that county has partial- 
ly succeeded iwthe arrangement of getting the road continue frott 
the Arkansasto Santa Fe. When we consider the vast expenditurës ` 
which the government of the United States cheerfully encounters for 
the protection of maritime commerce—a policy correct ar d hecessary, 
it would seem that the expense of such a post, asis spoken of on the 
Arkansas river, with anescort of 50 or60 men, might readily-be en: 
countered forthe protection of our inland trade with Mexico, The

The proper appliration of the road and canal fund, derived from the 

five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sale of publid lands within” 
this state, is also recommended to your attentive consideration, | Our 
great and numerous navigable rivers, which passin almost; all directions 
throwgh our state, will render canals within our limits, at least fora 
time unnecessary; but roads, and what coustitutes a material part 
ofa rouad—(bridges) are eminently necessary and indispensable, for the 
safe and convenient transportation of persons and property, through- 
out our extensive state. Internal improvement is going on with praise- 
worthy emulatior, and rapid advance in almost every past of the ut- 
ion in the construction of roads and canals; and next to the improve- 
ment of the mind, requires the aid of legislation. The Congress of the 
United States are also projecting several considerable warks of | 
the same character. Of these, the most interesting to us are tht coh- 
tinuation of the Cumberland road to the capitol of this state—the 
junction of the Illinois River with Lake Michigany—and the opening of 
an inland and tide water communication along the gulf coast from the 
Mississippi to the Atlantic Ocean. For the continuation of the|Cum- 
berland Road to this place, an appropriation was made ‘at the sessidn 
of Congress betore the last, and a commissioner has bedi cngaged in 
tracing its rout through the state of Quio. This great road was com- 
menccd in the year 1807 under the presidency of Mr. Jefferson, and 
ine laws for its continuation required the consent of the states through 
which it was to pass. ‘These states were at that time Virginia, Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania; each of which, through its legislature, gave 
the consentasked fur, and thus obviated the principal objection which 
nad been urged against the constitutionality ofsucn undertakings and 
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impre vemehts, It is belioved the states of Ohio, Indiana and Minois 
wave in ne anner given their consent to the continuation of this road 
throvgh thdir respeciive territories; and I suggest respectfully to your 
consideration the propriety of doing the same with regard to this state. 

The junctidn of the Illinois river with Lake Michigan, should, in my 
estimation, bë considered a national work, to be executed by the re- 
svurces of the.general government, and be free of toll to all the citizens 
of ihe union. | It would be the junction of the Mississippi and its widely 
extended andifertile valley with the waters of the northern lakes, and 
the connecting link between many states of this union, widely separa- 
ted by disttince, but intimately connected in interest. 

Tne opehing of a direct water communication from New-Orleans, 
dlong the coasts of the states of Mississippi & Alabama and the territo- 
ry of Florida pad across the peninsula of East Florida to the coast of 
Georgia, would be a work of incalculable advantage to this state and 
the whole western tountry,; The single port of New-Orleans would no 
longer be Guronly point of trade; ıt would open new and numerous 
markets for our staple productions and enable us to find for our beef, 
hemp, tobaccp, pork, whiskéy, corn &c. which we have in superabun- 
dance, a cértdin and ready parket 

Towards the accomplishment of this highly desirable work, it is be- 
lieved an appropriation was;made at the last sessionof congress.— 
When it ig cdnsidered how great are the advantages ard how smallthe 
expences, avé may reasonably calculate upon its speedy completion. 

A proper regard to self defence and to the protection of our frontiers 
requires tat some attention should be paid to the acquisition of arms 
and munit; ojsof war. Ishall take care to make requisitions from 
time to time in the government of the United States, for the quota of 
arms to which this state may he entitled: and I submit to you the pro- 
priety of guthorising the commenting an arsenal at this place, for their 
safe presegvation and conyenient distribution. Arms cannot be kept 
secure, nor allvantagecusly, in ordinary ware-houses: independent of 
the expence of storage they arẹ liable to | beinjured by rust, arising 
from the dampness of these houses generally, unless more than ordinary 
care and attention be bestowed upon them. A building erected for 
the purpose, iis the only safe ahd proper depository for arms, and might 
be so con tructed as to be large enough for our present purpose with- 
out requiring a Jarge amount of expenditure, and be capable of ene 
largement hereafter. os 

The prbpricty of authorising the disposal, or otherwise providing for 
the occupancy and improvement ofthe lands, tenements,&c. purchased 
in on accaunt debts due the state, will no doubt also claim your atten- 
tion and consideration. That part ofthis property which is improved, 
is-falling intd a state of dilapidation; and no portion of it is supporting 
industry ar population, nor yielding to the state rents or taxes. 

I think {t also my duty, to ċall your attention to the preservation of 
the statutes nt large, which! have been enacted under the territorial & 
state govtrnnents. In all probability it would beimpossible to collect 
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a complete set of them in any part of tlie state; and yet those which 
have been longsince repealed, and expunged from the revised cade 
may become necessary in the decision of questions which might arise 
under them. A single copy in separate rolls, as they were pagsed, re- 
mains in the oflice of the Secretary of State; & I would suggest the pro- 
priety ofhaving them bound, or otherwise secured for wes better pre- 
servation; and to make such other provisions in relation to this im. 
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portas, toject, as you may deem advisable. : 


The laws making it the duty of the executive, to procure counsel to
